The inventions l-XXV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
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that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the 25 inventions are 5 different methods of use of 25 different proteins 
or their encoding DNA molecules, wherein said proteins have different chemical 
structures and biological properties. Six of the proteins have unknown biochemical 
. activity, therefore their classification is unknown. The assumed functions of the other 
19 are listed In Table on page 5 -7 of the specification. They are classified in class 435, 
several different subclasses. 

Inventions l-XXV are not disclosed as capable of using together and they have 
different functions, therefore different modes of operation and different effects. 

Inventions l-XXV are distinct for the reasons given above. Because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter, classification and necessity of search of 25 
different amino acid sequences and 25 different nucleic add sequences restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
